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| Labor Bill 


To Protect All The Public 


By JOHN E. EDGERTON 


President, National Association of Manufacturers 


HE manufacturers of the 

country and other groups’ of 

shippers want the Watson- 
Parker Railroad Labor Disputes 
Bill amended so that it will at least 
guarantee the public protection that 
is afforded by the present law. 

The bill has passed the House of 
Representatives and is sgn to come 
up in the Senate. ‘This measure, 
which was fathered by certain rail- 
road executives and representatives 
of the railroad brotherhoods, abol- 
ishes the Railroad Labor Board, 
permits the men and imanagement 
to ‘make uncontrolled wage agree- 
ments; gives no guarantee of .un- 
interrupted transportation service; 
makes no specific prohibition against 
strikes, strike-votes or lockouts 
while a dispute is under investiga- 
tion; gives to the arbitration boards 
to be set up by railroad executives 
and the brotherhoods power to sub- 
poena witnesses and compel testi- 
mony, but denies that power to the 
Emergency Board which the Presi- 
dent of the United States is to set 
up in behalf of all the people. 


The National Association of 
Manufacturers has emphasized these 
defects in the measure and ia urg- 
ing Congress to so amend the bill 
that it will guarantee to the public 
at least the protection that is 
afforded by the present law. Since 
the association first called attention 
to these apparent weaknesses of the 
measure, scores of manufacturing 
associations and individuals have 
joined in an urge to their repre- 
sentatives in Congress to amend the 
measure to taske certain that. the 
public protection is not lost; the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
and the National Grange also insist 
the measure be changed to 
meet the criticisms; and ninefecn 
railroads have protested that they 
are not in favor of the weasure us
